LEADING citizens of Hartford, Conn., have started 
what may be designated as an incubator for new in- 
dustries in that city. One hundred and fifteen thou- 
sand dollars has been subscribed and a large building 
has been equipped with a power plant. It has an area 
of $50,000 square feet; rooms and power are let out 
at a nominal figure to new industries as inducement to 
them to settle in Hartford. It is thought Fall River 
will shortly follow the example of this sister New 
England city. 








THE Implement Trade Journal quotes a Missouri 
implement man who says: “Corn is out of the 
way of frost and we are going to have a fairly good 
crop. Trade is fair, collections reasonably satisfac- 
tory, there is plenty of money in the country and so 
far the campaign has failed to create any excitement. 
The election will scon be over, the country saved 
again, and the World’s Fair will soon be a thing of the 
past and business will go along as usual.” 

We approve highly of this view of looking at the 
business situation. Too many dealers seem to do their 
best all the time to acquire a case of fidgets. They 
say “business can’t be good on account of the presi- 
dential election” or “crops threaten to turn out badly” 
or the “Worid’s Fair is getting all our money” or 
“Farmer Jones bought a steel range from Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. last week.” Pessimism has no place in the 
make-up of a successful business man. 

It is the dealer who always sees the bright side of 
things, who magnetizes his customers, as it were, and 
succeeds where others fail. It is instinctive in human 
nature to invest when skies are brightening and to hold 
tighter when the heavens are cloudy. The dealer who 
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lives in eternal caves of commercial gloom repels 
trade. Farmers look to their local merchants to post 
them on commercial conditions and when he talks of 
famine, frost and financial frenzy he is hurting his 
own business. The world became what it is to-day 
through the enthusiasm of optimists, not the gloom 
of pessimists. 








Exports from the United States to Russia, Japan, 
China, Hongkong, and Korea show a marked increase 
in 1904 as compared with earlier years. To each of 
the countries named the exports for the nine months 
ending with September are larger than those of the 
corresponding months of 1903, while in the case of 
China the figures, although showing a marked increase 
over 1903, still fall slightly below those of 1902, but 
when combined with the figures of exports to Hong- 
kong give a total greater than that for the correspond- 
ing months of 1902 or 1903. 

The total exports trom the United States to Russia, 
Japan, China, Hongkong, and Korea are shown by 
the Department of Commerce and Labor through its 
Bureau of Statistics as $56,448,225 in the nine months 
ending with September, 1904, against $44,807,366 in 
the corresponding months of 1903, and $47,663,031 in 
the corresponding months of 1902. 

Similar conditions prevail with reference to imports 
into the United States from the countries in question. 
From Russia, Japan, China, Hongkong, and Korea the 
imports for the nine months ending with September, 
1904, are in each case larger than in the correspond- 
ing months of the preceding year. The total imports 
into the United States from the countries named 
amounted to $65,389,022 in the nine months ending 
with September, 1904, against $60,375,925 in the cor- 
responding months of 1903 and $49,540,259 in the 
corresponding months of 1902. 


On Tuurspay afternoon the question of 
private brands was threshed out from a 
number of view points at the joint 
meeting of the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association and the National Hard- 
ware Association. 

This meeting was also attended by representatives 
of the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, 
and while the writer as a general thing keeps as clear 
as possible from the sin of plagiarism yet in the pres- 
ent instance so vastly better were many of the views 
on this subject expressed at this meeting, than he 
could give them that he will draw freely on the ideas 
and in many cases duplicate the exact language used 
in this gathering representing every shade of opinion 
in the hardware trade. 

It was generally admitted by both members and job- 
bers that private brands, as they exist to-day, pre- 
sent certain phases which are not all they should be, 
and while it is highly probably that the majority of 
the manufacturers would like to see the private 
brand eliminated it is also probable that the majority 
of hardware jobbers would not care to see these 
brands done away with, although willing enough to 
have the evils which have grown up through their 
adoption eliminated without the destruction of the 
system itself.

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However, this view would very likely be changed 
if the manufacturers could prevent a satisfactory and 
practical system of the price maintenance. 

While realizing that this is a subject on which much 
can be said on both sides, THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
after a careful consideration of the subject, has de- 
cided according to its own light, which may, of 
course, not be the clearest and the best that the best 
interests of the hardware trade demand the further- 
ance and use of the factory brand rather than the 
special brand. 

Taking up this subject first from the standpoint of 
the consumer, and it is obviously to his advantage to 
secure a piece of goods whose manufacturer he knows 
through advertising or other methods, the fact that a 
maker’s name has a value in excess of the quality of 
the material and workmanship in the goods themselves 
is shown by the fact that $1,000 was paid for the 
exclusive privilege of selling Dunlap hats in one city 
in Massachusetts, and that when the store changed 
hands this right went with the store as part of its 
assets. Furthermore, the exclusive privilege for the 
sale of this hat in another city is considered to be 
worth $25,000. This fact alone is proof that the con- 
sumer has a preference expressable in dollars and 
cents. For the factory brand rather than the special 
brand an easy transition from consumer to retailer is 
furnished by the remark of a retailer whose word is 
largely taken as authority to the effect that in a busi- 
ness way he makes it a point to sell what the con- 
sumer wants and that the ideal goods in his esti- 
mation are those which he can tell his customer he 
will gladly take back and which never come back. 

He said: “I know that factory brands are good 
goods, but I cannot be quite sure of special brands.” 
As pointed out, the use of private brands dates back to 
the dim twilight of antiquity. Bricks unearthed from 
the ruins of Babylon or Nineveh show marks indi- 
cating where mortar was used. As far back as 1709 
laws were passed in England regarding hall marks 
on silverware and pewterware, thus holding each 
maker to strict accountability for the quality of his 
wares, and at the same time making honesty in ma- 
terials profitable in so far as it built up a reputation 
having a large monetary value. In the present day 
there are a number of manufacturers in the second, 
and even the third and fourth generations, who are 
making goods under the same name under which their 
forefathers gained a reputation for quality, and which 
name is one of their most valuable assets. 

Indeed if the entire plants should be burnt to the 
ground without insurance they would regard it as a 
small loss as compared with an injunction, let us say, 
restraining them from the use of this name. Carry 
to its logical conclusion the scheme in which the 
manufacturer supplies every jobber who desires same 
with private brands and the former finds himself in 
the unenviable position of running a sort of jobbing 
machine shop, his identity being thoroughly sub- 
merged in that of the distributor, with the value of 
all his trade paper and magazine advertising taken 
away from him, as well as the incentive to make goods 
up to the standard which he had previously main- 
tained. It is a fact that factory brands are made in 


only one grade, viz., the best, while jobbing brands 
may be either first grade, second grade, third grade, 
or fourth grade. The manufacturer who is called on 
by his jobbing customers to supply them with special 
brands finds annoyances and aggravations in the work 
which are absent from the sale of factory brands. 


Suppose an order for cutlery, under a special brand, 
is sent in in June for September delivery. There is 
an endless amount of work in branding the different 
sizes with the required special marks, and in cases 
where additional orders are wanted quickly the addi- 
tional work of making the private brands, instead of 
shipping regular goods from stock, causes delay 
equally annoying to manufacturer and jobber. Then, 
too, the manufacturer has to go to the expense for 
special stamps, etc., which, when an order is not re- 
peated for a special brand, are so much dead loss to 
himself. 

Once a jobber has started selling goods under a 
special brand he may, perhaps, do everything in his 
power to secure the lowest prices possible from the 
manufacturer. 

For instance, we will suppose that he is handling a 
line of table and pocket cutlery made in a great va- 
riety of sizes. It is highly probable that he will get 
the deadly parallel column into operation in some- 
thing like the following manner: 

When the representative of a manufacturer comes 
to see him, the special brand jobber does not ask to 
see the goods the salesman wishes to sell him, but, on 
the contrary, shows him his goods and asks what kind 
of price he can make for duplicating the line. When 
the various prices are made, they are all put down in 
a column in a little book, and the process is repeated, 
let us say, with each of a dozen manufacturers’ rep- 
resentatives. Then the jobber scans this list and takes 
the lowest price offered by each one of these twelve 
salesmen on only one of these varied articles, and 
when the manufacturer who is supplying him with 
this special brand comes to get his order renewed he 
is asked to meet the minimum prices made by a dozen 
of his competitors. If he meets them is he _ not 
obliged to cheapen his product? This argument of 
the deadly parralel column, while not applicable to all 
jobbers, yet is undoubtedly practiced by some, and it 
is the weakness of the manufacturers in yielding to this 
sort of thing which makes the private brand system, 
for which they are probably originally responsible and 
which in its start was comparatively innocent in its 
results, a frankenstein, which threatens to destroy 
their commercial identity, so precious a pupil in many 
cases has the hardware jobber proved himself to be. 
One of the best arguments advanced in behalf of the 
jobbing side of the question was that the jobber using 
a private brand could present to the retailer a more 
attractively priced and more varied line through the 
private brand than the factory brand system, as the 
buyer for the jobber of the special brand of stoves, 
let us say by way of example, could buy oaks from one 
manufacturer, steel cooks from another, steel ranges 
from another, hot blasts from another, and base 
burners from another. In each specific line he could 
go to the manufacturer making the best prices, and 
furthermore, he could thus present a wider line than

that of any special manufacturer as to sizes, styles, 
etc. A reply to this argument would be that the job- 
ber could easily handle his varied assortment under 
their makers’ names, or else he could insist on the 
manufacturer giving him a line at a sufficiently low 
price and of a sufficient variety to meet his wants. 

Another argument advanced in favor of the private 
brand was to the effect that when it is used the dealer 
is freed from catalogue house and local competition 
of manufacturers’ brands, and is met by the argu- 
ment that the dealer can cease to patronize manufac- 
turers who do not protect him in the price of his 
goods, but he cannot afford to lay himself open to the 
catalogue house charge that they are selling standard 
makes of goods while he is selling unknown makes. 
Like all questions which are discussed in an earnest, 
sincere and temperate manner, by bodies of men of 
the character of the American Hardware Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the National Hardware Asso- 
ciation, a remedy satisfactory to both sides will un- 
doubtedly be discovered, and at the present time the 
outlook is that it will be along the line of some feasible 
scheme of price maintenance, possibly on the premium 
plan, with rebates to those jobbers who maintain a 
fixed minimum of prices. 








HARDLy a day passes but what our ed- 
itorial waste basket receives a copy of 
publications with some such imposing 
title as the Banker’s National Gazette or the Commer- 
cial Criterion and Financial Index. These papers 
come to us with some “write up” or other marked with 
a blue pencil and bear on the cover “Marked Copy.” 
Some of these write ups are of firms in the hardware

line. Other of the carefully marked write ups we 
receive treat of such subjects as “Patent Railroad 
Frogs,’ “Cotton Mill Looms” or “New Dyeing 
Vats.” Few, if any, of these articles are at all valu- 


able from the standpoint of technical information, as 
they are almost invariably written in a grandiloquent 
style rich in tawdry and infelicitous superlatives. In 
fact, the descriptions in these financial gazettes are 
largely of the nature of the sauces whch one meets so 
often in out of the way European inns. Whatever the 
dish served, this sauce is its invariable accompaniment, 
and so emphatic we might say is its character, that 
whatever the dish—lamb, capon, or brisket—so over- 
powering is the sauce that all have a wonderful same- 
ness to the palate. 

In like manner, the fulsome puffs in this journal 
with their steretotype superlatives, are made to do 
service with the necessary changes of names, of course, 
for cantilever bridges or celluloid buttons, woolen 
fabrics or wire fences. These journais of low finance 
with their heterogeneous contents have not, of course, 
a tithe or a tenth of a tithe of the circulation which they 
claim, and the manufacturer who is cajoled into the 
belief that a write up in these journals of impressive 
titles gives him a certain prestige, but follows the ex- 
ample of the illustrious Dogberry and writes himself 
down an ass. . 

We were talking the other day with an eastern man- 
ufacturer and he told us a number of interesting points 
about a new kink in one of his machines, and we asked 
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him why he hadn’t given us a description of it. “Why, 
I did,” he said. “Some three weeks ago I sent you 
a copy of the Monetary News and Trade Reporter 
which contained a write up of this article. You see,” 
said this manufacturer, “I gave the facts of this im- 
provement of mine to this eminent financial journal to 
save the time of my good friends on the trade press, 
and to secure the widest possible publicity, for the rep- 
resentative of this journal told me that whenever 
they gave a write up of any meritorious arti- 
cle, they always sent a marked copy to every trade 
paper covering the line in which this invention or im- 
provement was made, and hence, they gave the manu- 
facturer a much wider publicity and notice than any 
single trade paper would give.” 

We spoke to this manufacturer something as fol- 
lows: 

“My dear friend, we did not suppose it was such 
an easy thing to pass a gold brick off on a man of 
your caliber. You tell me that you gave this impos- 
ing financial paper the material for a paid write up, 
the data being much the same as that you gave us just 
now? Now, here before us, you see the write up in 
question and we would point out that none of this 
data appeared in the article. In fact, the hack they 
employed to grind out these write ups would be hope- 
lessly at sea if he tried to embody this technical mat- 
ter in them. You will see that his whole article is 
a series of senseless exaggeration and _ill-directed 
praise. He says this new flue system in your stove is 
the greatest, grandest, most wonderful, most striking, 
most elaborate, most ingenious invention which has ap- 
peared in the stove world for countless years, and that 
its brilliancy and greatness are electrifying the entire 
stove field, etc., etc. 

“Now we are deeply grateful that the responsibility 
of editing other papers in our line does not devolve on 
our shoulders, but we can say in all confidence that no 
high grade trade paper of any character would have 
any possible use for such slush as this, the gifted 
solicitor of the Wall Street Financial, Monetary and 
Commercial Bulletin to the contrary. Again, you are 
wasting your time whenever you send in matter of this 
character to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, as it is a rule 
of that paper that no matter should appear in its col- 
umns which has previously appeared in the columns 
of some other publication.” 

Of course, the subtle intellect of the write up man 
could hardly be expected to differentiate between news 
and stale stuff that was once news but is now jour- 
nalistic carrion, so to speak. All is fish that comes 
to his net, but no good trade journal wants matter 
whose freshness has been rubbed off and which any 
percentage of its readers have had a chance to see 
elsewhere. 

Furthermore, paragraphs of extravagant slobber are 
of no value to up to date editors. What they want is 
facts; cold facts, and no one can supply the skeleton 
from which they build up a write up suitable to their 
readers as well as the man who invented the tool or 
other article in question or who is pushing its sale. 
These first hand facts are the wheat. The fulsome 
write ups which regularly go into editorial waste bas- 
ket are chaff.

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INDEPENDENT NATURAL GAS HEATER. 





The accompanying cut shows the Independent nat- 
ural gas heater manufactured by the Independent Reg- 
ister Co., Cleveland, O. 

In its construction the manufacturers take advantage 
of all side radiation, and in addition, top radiation

This “top radiation” is the best of all radiation, it is 
claimed. It could be utilized by running one or two 
large air ducts over the burner, but by dividing the 
air into many small currents, as this firm do with their 
1¥%-inch tubes, the same effect is secured as in a 
steam fire engine boiler, it is stated. The air becomes 
heated twice or three times as fast by passing it 
through small tubes, as it would if passed through 
large tubes, it is further claimed. 

The series of air tubes take the air from the floor, 
where it is always coldest, pass it directly over the 
heat generated at the burner, where it becomes in- 
tensely hot. It is then discharged through openings 
in the top of the stove provided for this purpose. 

Each air tube has 100 inches of radiating surface of 
the hottest possible kind, as they are directly over the 
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fire, and as there are eleven tubes in this size, there are 
1,100 inches of radiating surface on the tubes alone. 
This is in addition to the large and effective outside 
radiating surface and the combination makes the most 
powerful gas heater ever made. 


The tubes are made of heavy cold rolled steel, the- 


body of polished steel and the fire box is lined with 
heavy cast iron. The stoves are equipped with power- 
ful double blue fame burners of cast iron, drilled, with 
sectional basket grates filled with incandescent gas 
fuel, which when heated shows a cheerful glow 
through the large mica doors. 
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DIAMOND SLACK BURNER. 


The Diamond Stove Co., Detroit, Mich., are manu- 
facturers of the Diamond slack burner, a sectional 
cut of which is shown herewith. 

The modus operandi of this stove is as follows: 

The coal that fills that part of the magazine marked 
“B” rests on the fire in “A” and the gas is roasted out

of it, making it into coke—“B” being in consequence 
a coking chamber. The gas which is roasted out of 
the coal in “B” must pass down through the fire in 
“A,” as it has no other means of escape—the top of 
“C” being closed by “E.” This gas has therefore a 
downward direction into “A” until it starts up the 
flues “D” on its way to the chimney. Unless some air 


were admitted into “B” the coal would coke into a 
hard lump that would stick to the sides of the coking 
chamber, and the gas would not be burned, for it must 
be mixed with air for combustion. 


Unless the gas 
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were burned it would make smoke, just as a lamp will 
smoke when it does not get enough air for complete 
combustion. The lining of “B” is made very heavy, 
and there is an air space “G” all around the outside of 
it—air being admitted to this space through the slide 
register seen above the poker door and under the 
panel on the full cut—and there are numerous small 
holes through the heavy linings connecting “B” and 
“G.” The air which is heated by radiation in the 
space “G” strikes through these holes, mixes with the 
gas that is being driven out of the coal, and the mix- 
ture is burned as it passes through the fire in “A.” A 
second result that this air produces is that it burns the 
coke away from the sides of the coking chamber all 
around the outside of the body of coke and therefore 
as the coke fire in “A” burns down it is replenished 
by the coke made in “B.”

STAR RADIATOR. 





The Star Shovel & Range Co., Vincennes, Ind., are 
manufacturers of the Star Radiator shown in the ac- 
companying cut. 

In this stove the fire pot is corrugated. A patent 
deflecting plate is fitted to the fire pot, fret work and

This jacket is solid 
and tight, and all air 
taken in is taken in 
through the bottom. 
The _ smoke pipe 
leads from the top 
of the large combustion chamber and hot air pipe and 
can be attached to this stove for conveying heat to 
upper rooms. The base of this radiator is air tight, 
and is so arranged with expansion plate to prevent fire 
cracking. It has also a very close base door register. 
The door is faced in a lathe, giving the register an 
even seat, and the register is also lathe faced. The 
steel drum is made of No. 13 steel and is forced on to 
the outside of the pot, while the top flange is forced 
inside the steel by machinery. Malleable iron lugs 
firmly riveted to this steel body at the top and the bot- 
tom are held to the pot and to the dome top by heavy 
bolts, and thus the drum connection with the pot and 
dome top is absolutely tight.

THE CATALOGUE HOUSE QUESTION. 


Without reciting the many questions which were sub- 
jects of consideration at your convention held in June last, 
it seems proper to refer to one matter, which, since that 
meeting has become the theme of wide discussion. 

An able and thoughtful communication, published in 
a trade paper over the signature of a prominent St. Louis 
merchant on the subject of catalogue house competition, 
also personal communications from two other leading job- 
bers, each bearing chiefly upon the same subject, led to the 
belief that this topic was likely in time to become of some 
interest to the trade. 

ADDRESSES ON THE SUBJECT. 

Without having received any suggestions from any rep- 


resentative either of the retailers’ or the jobbers’ associa-

tions, your executive committee invited Mr. E. C. Simmons 
and Mr. W. R. Belknap, the gentlemen already referred to, 
to make the trip to Atlanta to address you. They accepted

sion. In the afternoon, through the courtesy of the South- 
ern Hardware Jobbers, you having adjourned for the pur- 
pose, you were permitted to listen to another able and 
thorough presentation of the same subject by Mr. S. Nor- 
vell, who was the guest of the Southern Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion.

response in a generally expressed desire, as far as possible, 
to work along any reasonable lines in harmony with the 
wishes of the merchants, and this largely because of the 
obvious fact that the manufacturers are as deeply interest- 
ed in the prosperity of the trade at large, the retailers in- 
cluded as the jobbers can possibly be in the success of their 
customers. 
ORGANIZATION OF JOINT COMMITTEE. 

The discussion at Atlanta was followed by the organ- 
ization of a joint committee on catalogue house competi- 
tion, embracing representatives from the two jobbers’ asso- 
ciations and the national retail associations. The past sum- 
mer has given evidence of increasing interest in the sub- 
ject. The first official communication from the committee, 
which has been given to the public, we believe to be a re- 
cent report to the jobbers indicating that with it was en- 
closed a digest of catalogue house prices. Although the 
report does not professedly concern us as manufacturers, 
nevertheless as it was published in the leading trade jour- 
nals last month over the signature of the secretary’s com- 
mittee, and it being in part an open letter, setting forth 
with much particularity the attitude and motives of manu- 
facturers in relation to the question, may justify us in 
bringing the history of the subject up to date. 

IN THE FOCUS OF THE SEARCHLIGHT. 

The communication makes no reference to this asso- 
ciation or specifically to any of its members, but it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that some of our members are in the 
focus if its searchlight. The following quotation taken 
from the report, doubtless expressed the honest opinion 
of its writer concerning the psychological condition of the 
“certain manufacturers.” 

“It is quite evident from our experience with certain. 



















































manufacturers that they are slow in admitting our claims, 
not because they do not see the justice of our cause, not 
because they care particularly for the business of the 
catalogue houses, but more because it ruffles their pride 
to be called to task in this matter.” 

A MISDEMEANOR. 

Only since our last meeting, so far as we know, has 
catalogue house trade in the mercantile code been classed 
as a misdemeanor, even yet the reform has spread chiefly 
through hardware lines. It is therefore not strange, if, 
as is implied by the report, some especially captious manu- 
facturer was “called to task in the matter,” having been 
upbraided for the error of selling catalogue houses, that 
such manufacturers’ “pride might have been ruffled.” This 
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result would be quite possible if the censure were admin- 
istered by some converted jobber, who but yesterday had 
come to see the error of his ways, and then discontinued the 
practice. We must remember that the disclosure of this 
evil has been so sudden, that even now some manufac- 
turers, who have walked in darkness may still have failed 
to see the light. Reformations rarely come like tidal waves, 
sweeping everything before them. 

Another clause in the report is as follows: 

MANUFACTURERS ARE FAVORABLE. 

“Why should the associated jobbers and-retailers be 
criticized for having a joint committee to look out for 
mutual interests.” This interrogatory is propounded with 
such apparent seriousness that it leads to the belief that 
its writer is really in earnest. Having taken up this sub- 
ject voluntarily at our last meeting, giving to it the first 
general hearing which the subject ever received, listening 
seriously and attentively to the extended addresses upon it 
with hardly a word of dissent, the merchants might safely 
have regarded the attitude of the manufacturers as being 
as favorable as could reasonably be expected upon an 
absolutely new proposition, and especially so when they 
are advised that a number of our influential members 
who have for many years dealt very largely with catalogue 
houses, have withdrawn from that trade with a view to 
co-operate with the merchants. 

The plan of forming the joint committee and especially 
the character of its personnel has been the subject of 
individual commendation by our executive board and mem- 
bers generally, as far as heard from. 
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SON WAS SORRY. 
If the committee really intends to convey to the trade 


at large their opinion that you have not moved with due 
celerity in this matter you may find yourselves in the same 
frame of mind as the heir to his

TARIFF. 


This tariff question in America, like the contents of a 
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delicate stomach on shipboard, is likely to come up at any 
moment. It may not be clear to you who are now strug- 
gling with intense local competition, that a tariff which 
compels you to pay from three to five times the price for 
a day’s labor of eight hours that is being paid for 10 to 12 
hours’ service in other countries, thereby enabling the 
American artisan to spend a much greater amount of 
money with the merchants than he otherwise could do, is 
not as great a benefit to such merchants as it is to the 
manufacturer who pays the increased wages. Eighty per 
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cent of the cost of some hardware is represented by labor 
at factory, mine or in transit. 

If as the result of free trade or a failure of the manu- 
facturer to meet foreign competition European hardware 
should supply our markets and the workmen who made 
those goods should spend their money in Europe as they 
certainly would do, would our merchants profit more large- 
ly than if American workmen receiving good wages should 
buy all their goods here as they now do? 

Would the catalogue houses under those conditions 
experience more difficulty in obtaining supplies than they 
did when the jobbers sold them freely or than they now 
do from American manufacturers, the greater number of 
whom have manifested considerable bias in favor of our 
own jobbing trade? 

It is safe to assume that the statements in the report 
concerning your large profits and the alleged cause of those 
profits is not so much to disclaim the advantage which the 
merchants certainly derive from well paid customers, as to 
convince the very many who will read the report, that you, 
as manufacturers, are reaping very large profits and are 
therefore well able to confine your business to such chan- 
nels as are indicated. 

PATENTS. 

Over the subject of patents, to which they also refer, 
there seems to be a glamour like that which is character- 
istic of many far away mining schemes. The writer of the 
report has possibly been more fortunate in his experience 
with patents than have some other business men. There 
are manufacturers who have acted on the general advice 
of a certain New England father who had sent his son 
to New Orleans to operate in cotton. Not receiving any 
reports from the young man for a considerable time he 
telegraphed him to learn how the business was progress- 
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ing. The son wired the reply, “I am about even on cot- 
ton, but am nine dollars and a half ahead on draw poker.” 

Personally, I have no knowledge of the business last 
referred to, although it is a hardware term, but there is 
nothing to prevent any business man from dropping his 
regular calling to stick to patents, if he believes there is 
profit in them. 

Some inventors and patent right men have secured 
profits from patents, thousands have lost what they once 
possessed. No one will begrudge the success of an in- 
ventor, be he a day laborer, merchant or farmer who uses 


his brain to turn the forces of nature to the benefit of 
mankind. 
ARE SELDOM BENEFICIARIES. 

It is said that in science “the man who discovered the 
telescope and first saw heaven was repaid by imprison- 
ment, the man who invented the microscope and first saw 
earth died of starvation.”

hardware are seldom bene- 
American hardware manufac-

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ward, except to stimulate a demand for their goods. They 
will use the best machinery, whether patented or otherwise, 
and the best methods within their reach, and if someone’s 
patent is desirable to improve their products they are 
likely to purchase it. 

It is safe to assert that when the difference in the 
prices paid for labor is considered, they make and sell 
their goods in America as cheaply as similar goods are 
sold in Europe. 

They also have a much higher regard for the so-called 
regular avenues of trade than do foreign manufacturers, 
who as is well known regularly solicit and sell to small 
retailers and consumers, and in fact to any trade that 
will purchase. 

TRADE AGREEMENTS. 

A/word concerning trade agreements which is sug- 
gestéd as a source of manufacturers’ profits. It is doubt- 
less true that a policy agreed upon by members of any 
one manufacturing company or by the trade in general, 
looking to the removal of unbusinesslike practices, and the 
reduction of needless expenses, is in many cases of 
advantage to the merchant, also the manufacturer. The 
policy of an individual manufacturer or merchant is as 
likely to be unfavorable to the trade at large as is the 
agreed policy of an association of manufacturers or of 
merchants. In the latter case there is usually given due 
consideration to the relative standing of retailers and job- 
bers, which should be on an honorable and healthy basis 
for the benefit of all. 

REASON FOR ASSOCIATIONS. 

The associations of jobbers and of retailers doubtless 
have in view through mutual agreements the bettering of 
their condition by the removal of various evils and as far 








as possible the regulation of prices and the methods of 
selling goods through the channels by which they believe 
the manufacturers’ goods should be distributed. This also 
would seem to be beneficial and profitable to the mercantile 
trade, otherwise the various trade organizations now so 
numerous would not be maintained. 

In other words trade agreements, and associations of 
various kinds, exist in endless variety in every department 
of activity. They may be of equal benefit to merchants, 
working men or manufacturers, and so long as they are 
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honorable they will be mutually respected. The Associat- 
ed Press, one of the closest and most complete organiza- 
tions of this nature, gives to its membership of the daily 
newspapers great advantages through co-operation in eco- 
nomically securing and distributing news, but always ex- 
clusively for its members. Placed between organized labor 
on one side and organized customers on the other, with 
the attrition of bitter competition in the middle, thus be- 
tween the upper and the nether millstones the position 
of the manufacturer may not be as peaceful as this report 
would indicate. 
ATTITUDE OF ASSOCIATION. 

The purpose of this introspection is, if possible,. by an 
examination of ourselves to ascertain if the attitude of 
this association as a body concerning this catalogue house 
question has been consistent and friendly or otherwise. 
If it were not the desire of our members to work if pos- 
sible, and as far as possible, in harmony with the mer- 
chants, you certainly would not be in attendance at a con- 
vention where you expect to be with the merchants in 
joint session. 


HIGH CHARACTER OF JOINT COMMITTEE. 


The high character and unquestioned integrity of the 
members of the joint committee should be an assurance 
to us that they will not intentionally place the manufac- 
turers in an improper light. As they are strong and vig- 
orous business men they will press this matter which 
has been committed to them, and the hope will be that 
in view of the many interests involved and the different 
view points from which some manufacturers are compelled 
to consider the matter, they will exercise patience with 
their perseverance. 

There appears to be no official action which we are 
called upon take in the matter. 
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TRADEMARKS AND SPECIAL BRANDS. 

In the consideration of the subject already referred to, 
it appears that there are a few of our members who ask 
the question, that having discontinued the sale of their 
goods to catalogue houses to retailers and consumers, all 
of whom buy their regular brands, and hereafter restricting 
their trade absolutely to jobbers, who will exclusively use 
their own private brands, what would be the future of 
gnanufacturers’ trademarks, their reputation, which has 
been acquired as the result of years of honest effort and 
patent skill, and in fact all that enters into what is known 
as the good will of the business. 

SUBJECT WILL BE CONSIDERED. 

At our last meeting, finding ourselves facing this prob- 
lem, by your unanimous vote, you made the subject of 
jobbers’ special brands as one to be considered at this 
convention. Your executive committee has therefore ar- 
ranged for an executive session to consider this question 
to be held on Thursday evening, to which accredited 
members of the National Hardware Jobbers’ Association 
have been invited. It was thought proper that, as on some 
other subjects we would hear from the jobbers that we 
might be informed on the matter from their standpoint. 

By special brands, as considered at your last con- 
vention, was meant in general all the many brands and 
labels which are adopted by merchants and which become 
their private and exclusive property and which may be 
placed on goods which they may buy from any factory or 
from various factories. 

Each jobber may control and use a number of these 
brands. One manufacturer has stated that at the time 
when he made an investigation there were in his estab- 
lishment goods bearing 248 varieties of jobbers’ brands, 
and that on his shelves were more than 1,400 different kinds 
of labels, which he is regularly called upon to use. 
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A SUBJECT OF COMMANDING INTEREST. 


It, therefore, appears that the subject is one of com- 
manding interest to nearly all manufacturers. You have 
the opportunity at this convention to fully discuss this 
subject with the jobbers. A perfectly frank and plain 
statement of the situation as you see it, if made in the 
right spirit is sure to command the respect of the jobbers 
and retailers. They have speakers already chosen who 
are certain to speak with absolute freedom, knowing that 
you will receive what they may present as you will any 
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honorable business 
If they were to speak reservedly and with the fear

Nearly all 
of these factory managers and officers, beginning at the 
bottom of the ladder led the strenuous life. Being 
one of the many who are here and who have labored the

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the day’s work and introduced numerous holidays, we cer- 
tainly share with each other in profound respect for the 
working man. We have been there. None but the disso- 
lute among the poor look upon those in apparently easy 
circumstances as their natural enemies or desire to pillage 
their homes or destroy their property. None but the disso- 
lute among the rich speak in opprobrious terms of the vices 
and follies of the poor. 


ISSUE SHOULD BE MET. 

The advantage and prosperity of workingmen’s unions 
has been generally recognized so long as they were led 
by honorable men, having in view the improvement of 
their social, financial and moral condition, or any honor- 
able ends. When unionism is led to anarchy and the aban- 
donment of moral obligations, the quicker we study the 
cause and the remedy the better. The issue should be met 
and met squarely. 

Before concluding please permit one concrete illustra- 
tion of union leadership as many labor unions are at the 
present time directed, and the uncertainty of agreement and 
arbitration so often recommended. 


THE LOUISIANA PURCHASE EXPOSITION. 


Several months ago accredited representatives from 
each of the states and territories in the great Louisiana 
Purchase, having convened, decided that the centennial of 
that purchase should be celebrated by an appropriate ex- 
position. St. Louis being its largest and most accessible 
city was at a later meeting unanimously selected as the 
site for the celebration, and its citizens were invited to 
assume that vast responsibility, which was sure to devolve 
upon the cify where it would be held. The United States 
Government formally approved the plan and it became a 
national enterprise. 








QUESTION LAID BEFORE LABOR. 

Previous to the election of directors or the inaugura- 
ticn of any work, it was urged by the business men that 
the labor features of the undertaking were of vital im- 
portance and that an agreement and understanding with 
the building trades unions at the outset should be reached 
to prevent strikes, misunderstadings and resultant delays 
in the work, and which would be better for all parties 
in interest than arbitrations and delays after differences had 
arisen. The official head of the Building Trades Council 
was accordingly invited to a subsequent meeting. He was 
given a full history of the enterprise and the plans, so far 
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as they could be outlined—that as a condition precedent 
to entering upon them thé citizens and city of St. Louis 
must provide at least $10,000,000 in cash, the state of Mis- 
souri more than $1,000,000, and the government and other 
states an amount to make a total of $40,000,000. The 
greater part of this enormous sum was to be expended for 
labor, and the union laborers would be the greatest bene- 
ficiaries. He was informed that the directors expected no 
reward for their arduous labor, and responsibility, the 
stockholders expected little or no dividends. . Their own 
government, state and city, would make these appropria- 
tions. It was not an enterprise for pecuniary profit, but 
for the education and edification of the masses, old and 
young, for all the world would be brought together. Every 
branch of science, art and learning would be represented— 
the most eminent scholars, artists, musicians and scientists 
would be brought together, contributing their best thoughts 
and productions and from which all might. profit. 

Having presented substantially this outline, it was 
said: We desire to know before prodeéding with this tre- 
mendous undertaking what will be the attitude of the labor 
unions. If we thus recognize them will they avoid demands 
for increased wages on World’s Fair work? Will they 
evince the same civic and patriotic pride as would be shown 
by those who cast in their thousands of dollars? Will they 
prevent strikes and peacefully enjoy the advantage for 
work which this great undertaking afforded. 

The matter was laid before the branches of the build- 
ing trades council and reported back in all respects favor- 
able to all the requests made. The union official was 
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accordingly elected a World’s Fair director, that he might 
be kept in harmony with advancing events. 
LABOR TROUBLES. 

Instead of five millions of dollars, responsible citizens 
of St. Louis subscribed and have paid nearly all of five and 
a quarter million dollars of stock; the city, states and gov- 
ernment have paid what was asked from them; foreign 
nations have done their part. The first preliminary con- 
tracts were let and union labor was exclusively used on 
such work. Scarcely had the workmen’s trowels been wet 
in the first mortar when demands were made for ad- 
vanced wages. They were followed by strikes in rapid 
succession until the end, many months being spent by one 
trade, then another, in idleness. Hardly was one demand 
met and admitted when within two weeks it might be fol- 
lowed by another in the same craft, until step by step they 
reached in several trades $8.00 for 8 hours work, with a 
reduced amount allowed to be accomplished, 40 per cent 
below the regular, and double wages for overtime, the 
rates being higher than charged outside the grounds. 

Non-union men doing little jobs for exhibitors were as- 
saulted. The fair must be ready. Near the completion 
about 30,000 men were working on the grounds, receiving 
from $75,000 to $90,000 per day more than agreed. A 
willingness was shown to wreck the entire enterprise by 
demands and delays. The association, by reason of this 
infidelity, was compelled to ask the United States Govern- 
ment for a loan of $4,600,000, not one cent of which would 
have been asked for or required had the building trades 
unions lived somewhere within the spirit of their agree- 
ment. 


REAL LEADERS OF LABOR. 
It may be useless to ask where were the greater num-

ber of such leaders born, where did they receive their 
training. We have associated with us in our various estab- 
lishments the greater number of men in whom we have 
implicit confidence. In many cases this is the result of 
years of mutual friendly relationship which make us to 
feel the deepest interest in their welfare. They are work- 
ingmen and are no more to be classed with the labor lead- 
ers who are upturning many good enterprises than you 


manufacturers, who may be prosperous, are to be classed 
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with those who produce nothing, and profit only by the 
loss of others. The real laborers and manufacturers are 
producers, your interests should be in common. It will be 
our privilege at this convention to listen to Hon. D. M. 
Parry, who will lead us to a better knowledge of these 
relations, 

NECROLOGICAL. 

Our periodical gatherings with all their pleasant fea- 
tures also become the occasions for serious thoughts. 

At our last annual meeting there were present two 
familiar faces that we do not see here to-day. Mr. Oliver 
Williams of Catasauqua, Pa., who was at the head of a 
number of important industrial establishments and who was 
the chairman of one of our committees, has passed to the be- 
Mr. Williams represented the highest type of Christian 
He was a benevolent, systematic and successful 
business man, an able writer and a felicitous speaker. 
We will never forget his genial presence, his clear and 
logical utterances, always given in a happy vein, which 
betokened his generous impulses and noble spirit. His 
seventy-two years seemed to cast a sunshine on his sil- 
vered brow. 

Later, and on the 18th of last month, at Riverton, 
N. J., Mr. Tom Almgill, of G. & H. Barnett Co. also 
passed away. Mr. Almgill was a prominent figure in our 
gatherings. He was highly respected and beloved not only 
by our membership, but by a very wide circle of friends 
both at home and in other trade circles throughout the 
country. 

Thus the mile stones into head stones change. 

THANKS TO COMMITTEES. 

The thanks of this body is due to the members of the 
executive committee and to the chairmen of other com- 
mittees for the untiring and intelligent services which they 
have given to the work of this association. 

GOOD PRESIDENTIAL TIMBER. 

You have among them and in the rank and file of your 
membership the best material from which to select a 
capable presiding officer, who at this convention should be 
elected to succeed to that position, and to whom you 
will certainly give the cordial support which you have 
accorded to the present incumbent. 

This was followed by the report of Secretary-Treasurer 
F. D. Mitchell, ‘who outlined in a masterly manner the work 
of the business during the past year. The Executive, Mem- 
bership and Grievance Committees also made their reports. 

The convention adjourned shortly before 5 o'clock. 

WEDNESDAY EVENING SESSION. 

On Wednesday evening the American Hardware Manu- 
facturers’ Association gave a reception at the St. Charles 
Hotel, complimentary-to the National Hardware Association, 
and the guests of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation.

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THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


The Thursday morning session of the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association was scheduled for 9:30 a. 
m., and the star attraction was the magnificent address by the 
Hon. David M. Parry, of Indianapolis, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, on the subject, “The 
Labor Problem, One of Education.” 

After Mr. Parry’s address, which was listened to with the 
most careful attention, the consideration of reports was taker 
up, and the meeting adjourned shortly thereafter. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Thursday afternoon session of the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association was strictly executive, and 
was open only to members of the American Hardware Manu- 
facturers’ Association, and accredited members of the Na- 
tional Hardware Association. The meeting was called to or- 
der at 2:45 p. m., the platform presenting an imposing array 
of presidents, including President Birge of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association; President Bigelow of 
the National Hardware Association, President Parry of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, and President Whit- 
man of the Canadian Wholesale Hardware Association. The 
array was added to later by the addition of President W. P. 
Bogardus of the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. 

The subject discussed was that of “Jobbers’ Special 
Brands,” and for two hours some of the best known members 
of the hardware trade expressed their views on this all-im- 
portant topic. The first speaker was Frank Dickerson, of the 
American Sheet and Tin Plate Company, of New York, and 
he was followed in the order named by Brace Hayden, of 
Dunham, Carrigan & Hayden Co., San = Francisco; Gov. 
Godell, of the Godell Co., Antim, N. H.; Wm. M. Taussig, of 
Challenge Cutlery Corp., Bridgeport, Conn.; W. T. Johnson, of 
the American Axe and Tool Co., Glassport; R. A. Kirk, of 
Farwell, Ozmun, Kirk & Co., St. Paul, Minn.; Mr. Gummey, of 
Gummey, McFarland & Co., Philadelphia; T. E. Muzzy, of 
The J. Stevens Arms and Tools Co., Chicopee Falls, Mass. ; 
W. P. Bogardus, president of the National Retailers’ Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association, Mt. Vernon, Ohio; George W. 
Willson, Hussey-Binns Co., Pittsburg, Pa.; E. M. Bush, pres- 
ident Indiana Hardware Dealers’ Association, Evansville, 
Ind., and H. H. Bishop, of the McIntosh Hardware Corpora- 
tion, Cleveland, Ohio.

FACTORY VS. PRIVATE BRANDS. 





BY T. E. MUZZY. 
A MANUFACTURER'S QUESTION. 

A friend of mine has a new tonneau that he christened 
Willie, and when he starts on a trip, he says either men- 
tally or orally “Will he go or will he not?” With private 
brands, it is entirely with the manufacturers, and it is for 
him to decide, will he brand or will he not. 


A BROAD SUBJECT. 


This subject is so broad, and so many reasons can be 
brought forward, both pro and con, that in the brief time 
allotted, I cannot do the subject justice, and I trust you 
will pardon the rapid delivery, in order to cover as much 
ground as possible, in so short a time. 

The manufacturer is almost wholly responsible for pres- 
ent conditions, and I believe I am safe in saying that axe, 
shovel and pocket knife makers are more to be blamed for 
existing conditions than any other line of hardware manu- 
facturers. 

THE FIRST SPECIAL BRAND. 

Almost the first special brand goods to be sold by the 
hardware jobber was an axe, all because Mr. Lippincott 
himself told a bright young jobber he could not run his 
store without Lippincott axes. This jobber at once decided 
to have an axe that no manufacturer could taunt him about 
buying, and from this axe sprang a full line of branded 
goods, that command the respect of every honest retailer, 
jobber and manwfacturer. 
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Can you expect jobbers to push factory brands, when a 
manufacturer will do, as axe makers have in the past, repre- 
sent to the jobber that they will sell the same quality axe 
under private brands s50c to $1.00 less than under factory 
brands, and guarantee the same? 


IN THE SAW TRADE. 


A reliable buyer for one of the largest jobbers in the 
country told me some ten years ago, that a well-known 
popular brand of hand saws, he was obliged to sell under 
factory brand at $13.50 per dozen, and it did not bear a profit 
to cover expenses, and he was buying under his own brand, 
a more highly finished saw, that he could job at $12.00 per 
dozen, at a very satisfactory profit, and a salesman repre- 
senting this saw factory guaranteed the buyer the quality of 
the saws to be the same, in fact both were the same blanks 
and received the same treatment, the only difference being in 
the higher finish of the jobber’s brand. 

I could cite hundreds of similar cases, but the two above 
suffice, and can you blame the jobber for buying private 
brands ? 

Again factory brands are put on the market with an open 
selling price, or a margin of profit that will not show a per- 
centage equal to the cost of doing business. 

All jobbers’ salesmen will sell well-known unrestricted 
factory brands at practically cost to influence the sale of other 
goods, hence the jobber is forced to have private brands on 
which he can average up his profits. 

Seventy-five per cent of the jobbers are heartily in favor 
of manufacturers placing restricted selling prices on their 
goods, if they will only see that prices are absolutely man- 
tained, and bear a proper profit, but in the past price main- 
tenance has been a farce. The manufacturer asks the jobber 
if he will kindly hold to such and such a price, and the jobber 
at once kindly cuts the same. The manufacturers allow the 
jobbers to meet competition, and the headstrong salesman 
meets it the first order he sells, and every one thereafter. 

I know a factory salesman, who presented a contract to 
the jobber to sign in regard to holding prices, and the jobber 
signed it, and replied to the salesman “You do not expect me 
to live up to this, all of my competitors cut, and I will have 
to.” The salesman mildly remonstrated, sent the contract to the 
factory. The jobber continued to cut prices, as did all his 
competitors, and the goods were sold at practically cost, and 
this applies to a majority of restricted goods, hence the job- 
ber looks with suspicion on restricted prices, and unless the 
manufacturer holds the jobber with an iron rein, and does 
not hesitate to cut off the jobber who does cut prices, and if 
need be spend money to keep him out of goods, the jobber 
will not respect arbitrary prices. 

Price maintenance means a heavy expense and eternal 
vigilance on the part of the manufacturer, for it seems to be 
born in some salesmen to cut prices, and I could never under- 
stand why the jobber would belittle himself trying to defend 
his travelers, but these are the conditions, and must be met. 
Unless a manufacturer is willing to spend time and money 
to protect his prices, and cut off the jobber’s supply, when he 
cuts prices, no matter how large or strong the jobber may be, 
and protect to the letter those who give him their co-opera- 
tion, he best not attempt regulating the jobber’s prices, for 
it means trouble and annoyance, and it is for the manufac- 
turer to decide whether to him it is worth the effort. 

Manufacturers should either hold the jobber absolutely 
to the line, else permit him to sell goods unrestricted, for it 
is far worse for the manufacturer and the jobber to place 
arbitrary prices for the jobber to sell his goods at, and not 
maintain them to the letter, than it is to allow the jobber to 
sell them unrestricted. 

Every manufacturer knows the value of an established 
reputation for a high grade of goods, and too many Ameri- 
can manufacturers are over anxious for business, and in 
order to run their factory to its full capacity, will make any 
quality, any brand, not realizing that without an established 
reputation on their own goods, that it is a matter of price 
only that brings them business. A little factory can start up 
anywhere, and with cheap labor, possibly Chinese labor, get 
business, for he is not building for the future, but rather on 
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the sands, and he never knows when the storms of compe- 
tition will wash him out of existence. 

If a manufacturer is making high, or even a good quality 
of goods, by all means use factory brands, which in later 
years will be a valuable asset in business, and after the goods 
are established, will sell themselves at a price satisfactory to 
the manufacturer. 

I have been told that the retail agency for the Dunlap 
hat was worth $1,000 in a certain city of 60,000 people, in New 
England, and was figured as one of their assets, and when 
they sold out, the agency was transferred the same as 
though it was one of the fixtures. I was also told that the 
agency in the city of Chicago was worth $25,000.00, if so, 
what must be the value of the Dunlap trademark to the 
manufacturer? A $5.00 derby hat, branded Dunlap, sells 
readily without comment, remove the trademark, or offer it 
under private brand, and it would require more than the 
ability of the average salesman to sell this identical hat even 
at a 20 per cent lower price. Whoever heard of a Dunlap, 
Knox or Stetson being sold under private brands? 

I never heard of a hardware jobber demanding or even 
requesting special brands on Ames shovels or Wostenholm 
knives, two lines that are sold under private brand, as ex 
tensively as anything sold in the hardware stores. 

I could name a line of hammers sold by 75 per cent of the 
retail stores of the United States, under factory brand, and 
called for by carpenters, artisans and farmers, and another 
line more extensive, and equally as good, made at a much 
larger factory, that is comparatively unknown, as far as the 
maker is concerned, and I never heard of a consumer asking 
for the second named maker’s hammer under the factory 
brand, and yet he probably turns out 2 to 1 as many hammers 
—that is nail hammers as they are commonly termed, as 
does the first quoted maker, yet one has a valuable asset, 
that no competitor can take away, the other can hold his 
trade on price alone. 

I have often heard that private brands were not sold 
extensively abroad, and for the reason that the European job- 
ber has not the control of his salesmen as has the American 
jobbér, and is largely at the travelers’ mercy. 

In talking with one of the largest and wealthiest hard- 
ware jobbers in Birmingham, I learned that he could not get 
his salesmen to sell new lines, such as sewing machines, 
guns, etc., such as does nearly every up-to-date jobber in 
this country, and a Wolverhampton jobber, more aggressive 
than the others, in order to introduce sewing machines, had 
an American salesman go over the trip with his travelers and 
get them started. 

I have seen very few private brands in Great Britain or 
on the continent, but I did see some American factory repre- 
sentatives trying to enthuse some of the larger dealers on 
special brands, which was beyond my understanding, when 
at home they were decrying the evil, yet were trying to 
popularize it in a country where it was comparatively un- 
known. I think this proves conclusively that the manufac- 
turer not only caters to private brands at home, but is trying 
to introduce this custom abroad. The jobber at home has per- 
fect control of his salesmen, they are instructed to sell 
certain lines of goods, and if the private brands are more 
profitable, the jobbers’ salesmen will always give them prefer- 
ence, for nearly all travelers’ salaries are based on the profit 
they make the house they represent, and the jobber shows 
to his salesmen that it is more profitable for him to sell one 
line than another. The salesmen naturally push the profit- 
able line, for it benefits them as well as the employers they 
represent. 


The quality of a private brand is an unknown quantity, 
some are par excellent, others devoid of all merit. Manu- 
facturers’ brands, as a rule, are of a high grade, or at least 
the best they know how to produce, and if they are building 
a business for the future, they must depend on factory brands, 
and of a high quality, as private brands mean temporary trade 
only. A factory may make a second or third quality under 
private brands, or possibly a brand known as the factory’s 
second, on which the maker’s name does not appear. 

If a pocket knife maker would establish a reputation for 
his goods as did Geo. Wostenholm, make his goods of the 
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very best quality, and place a fixed selling price on the same, 
that would bear the jobber as satisfactory a profit as he could 
obtain on a private brand, and create a demand for the 
goods, either by advertising or solicitation, in due time the 
pocket knife maker would have an established permanent 
business that would be the envy of all his competitors, and 
later his pcelicy would be imitated. This would take time, 
and too many manufacturers, instead of looking into the 
future, figure on the present, or rather quick returns. 

If a cutler of the United States had established a reputa- 
tion—he could and should on his own brand of pocket knives 
—he would not fear free trade, as do the private brand makers 
to-day, for without protection he could hardly exist. 

The jobber is not running his business to build up repu- 
tation on factory brands, but his prime object is to make 
money. He may offer hundreds of reasons for pushing pri- 
vate brands, but every one simmered down, shows it is be- 
cause it pays better to do so, and just as long as present 
conditions exist, just so long will Mr. Jobber push his own 
loves the manufacturer less, but the 
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brand, not because he 
dollars more. 

No one is foolish enough to imagine for an instant that 
any successful jobber would suffer the delays and inconveni- 
ences caused by private brands if it was not profitable to do 
so. Then is it not up to the manufacturer to so place his line 
before his customers that it will be more profitable and 
satisfactory than private brands, and until this is done, job- 
bers and dealers request private brands, in fact be 
forced to buy them. 

As the retailer and jobbers’ distributer it must be import- 
ant that the retailer be protected and it is for the manufac- 
turer to do so against catalogue houses advertising factory 
brands at a price he cannot meet with profit to himself, else 
he, too, will proceed to push the sale of similar goods that 
bear him a reasonable profit. 

Different manufacturers would be obliged to work on 
radically different lines, but the result would be the same, 
and every manufacturer must work out his own salvation. 

The consensus of opinion proves that a large majority of 
the retail dealers prefer factory brands, and the jobbers would, 
if they could make as good a-profit thereon. If the manu- 
facturers, who are not ashamed of the quality of goods that 
they are producing, would bring about this change, as_ it is 
in their power to do, they would eventually eliminate private 
brands, and would feel that the millennium had come, and 
the retailers, jobbers and manufacturers all would wear one 
of those smiles that won’t come off. 

The meeting adjourned at 4:45 p. m., all being deeply 
gratified at the frankness and candor with which this import- 
ant trade topic had been discussed from a variety of view- 
points.

J. Hardy, secretary of the Canadian Wholesale Hardware 
Association, then addressed the meeting as follows: 


IS PLEASED AT PROGRESS OF ORGANIZATION. 

Mr. President and Members of the National Hardware 
Association of the United States and Ladies and Gentlemen: 
It is indeed a great pleasure to me to again attend your an- 
nual convention and convey my thanks for the generous and 
hearty consideration I have always received at your hands. 

I am pleased to learn that your organization is pro- 
gressing and whilst I regret that we have lost one of our 
members, still our association is doing very good work. 

MR. FERNLEY VISITED QUEBEC. 

We had the pleasure of a visit from your secretary-treas- 
urer, Mr. Fernley, at our annual meeting and banquet in 
Montreal in September last, but being accompanied by Mrs. 
Fernley they were in a hurry to spend their other available 
day in the old city of Quebec. I think Mr. Fernley had 
very pleasant memories of a former visit he paid us when 
our annual meeting that year was at the city of Quebec. We 
Tegretted very much that none of the others of your execu- 
tive and members visited us. We would certainly have been 
delighted to have seen them and undoubtedly they would 
have come back with a little better idea of what Canada is 
at the present day than most of the residents of the United 
States seem to have. 

INCREASE IN POPULATION. 

It may be interesting to you to learn that the popula- 

tion of the United States as given by the first census for 
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the thirteen states taken in 1790 was 3,920,214, which had 
increased as per the census of 1900 to 76,303,387. This was 
roughly an increase of nineteen and one-half times. Whilst 
the population of Canada as estimated in 1790 was 220,000, 
it has increased as shown by the census of 1901 to 5,371,315, 
or an increase of over twenty-four times. You will thus 
see, ladies and gentlemen, that whilst apparently the increase 
of our population has been slow, it has more than kept up its 
ratio with the United States on the basis of the start in 
1790. 
AMERICA’S THIRD BEST CUSTOMER. 

Again, I think it is not generally known, even in Can- 
ada, that the Dominion of Canada is the third best customer 
of the United States. In fact, in manufactured goods she 
stands first, no other country taking as many manufactured 
goods from the United States as she does. Great Britain 
stands first; Germany next, and as I have said, Canada third. 
France, which stands fourth in order, takes about 40 per 
cent less goods than does the Dominion. The British Em- 
pire, which includes, of course, the mother country and the 
colonies, takes more than half of the total exports of the 
United States, the value taken in 1903 being about three- 
quarters of a billion dollars’ worth. 

ONE-SIDED TRADE. 

The total foreign trade between Canada and the United 
States—i. e., exports and imports combined—had approached 
the quarter billion dollar mark. At present, however, this 
trade is very one-sided, as we purchase a great deal more 
from the United States than they purchase from us. For 
example, in 1893 we imported from the United States nearly 
$145,000,000 worth of goods, while their purchases from us 
were less than $72,000,000 worth, or less than one-half of our 
purchase. During the last ten years our imports from the 
United States have increased about 160 per cent. 

STATISTICS ON HARDWARE AND METALS. 
You may be more particularly interested in the trade in 
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hardware and metals, and as showing this in 1903 we im- 
ported from the United States iron and steel manufactures 
to the amount of over $27,000,000 worth; of this, $21,000,000 
worth was dutiable goods and $7,000,000 worth free goods. 
Taking all metals and minerals and manufactures of, the to- 
tal purchases of Canada from the United States in these 
lines was about. $34,000,000 worth. Our sales of iron and 
steel and manufactures of to the United States in 1903 were 
valued at $3,000,000.

LOCAL ASSOCIATIONS. 


We are again compelled to report there is room for 
great improvement among the members of our Association 
and others along the line of attempting to obtain direct ad- 
vantages from a close and frequent contact with immediate 
competitors. 

It is our opinion that in every city where there are two 
or more jobbing houses an association should be sustained 
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and frequent meetings for the interchange of views should be 
held. 
RETAIL ASSOCIATIONS. 

We are more than pleased to report that these organiza- 
tions are gaining in numbers and influence. Since our last 
convention we have come in contact with many of the of- 
ficers of these associations and we find them to be men of 
ability and thoroughly earnest in their efforts to benefit the 
conditions which surround ¢he retail hardware business. 

“We sincerely hope that the day is not far distant when 
every retail hardware merchant of the United States will be 
connected with his state association, and in this way not 
only protect his own interests but through the National Re- 
tail Hardware Association of the United States benefit the 
gereral hardware interests of the country. 


OUR RELATIONS WITH MANUFACTURERS. 

During the past year, we believe, the assistance which our 
Association can render the manufacturers of the country has 
been recognized to a greater extent than in previous years. 

The principle that the jobber is the proper distributer 
of goods and that he is the most economical agent is no 
longer a subject of debate, so that to-day we find manufactur- 
ers coming to our Association and asking what selling policy 
they can adopt that will be most pleasing to those who they 
depend upon for the distribution of their product. 

In order to be fair to the legitimate retailers of the coun 
try as well as the jobbers of the country, manufacturers rec- 
ognize that it is essential for them to classify by name those 
who are entitled to rank as jobbers. The value of the experi- 
ence of our Association is recognized to such an extent that 
a very large part of the time of the Secretary-Treasurer of 
this Association is devoted to making up of these classified 


lists. Indeed, to such an extent do the manufacturers appre-

The matter, however, is now in the hands of a 
special committee, which committee is part of the Whole- 
sale and Retail Hardware Joint Committee, an organization 
of retailers and jobbers, which has been vigorously handling 
the subject during the past six months, and we are certain 
that the report which our Catalogue House Committee wili 
make will be pleasing to the members of this association. 
We would only add that the agitation has brought the or- 
ganized retailers and this association into a close personal 
contact, so that to-day the jobber and retailer are united, 
each convinced that the interests of one cannot suffer without 
the other being affected.

SKATE SALES ARE QUICKLY MADE. 

Samuel E. Winslow, president of the Samuel Winslow 

Skate Manufacturing Company, Worcester, Mass., said: “My

business is a small one and it is done through jobbers only. 
It only lasts through one season of the year. In the matter 
of skates, no manufacturer could deal direct with the re- 
tailer. Sales are made quickly and the goods are distributed 
quickly. It will relieve my mind to tell of a bad notion I 
had in regard to jobbers twenty years ago. I think the job- 
bers from the year 1880 until early in the nineties hurt them- 
selves and the manufacturers, and the matter went on with 
the retailers. There was a friendly altercation as to costs and 
special concessions in regard to price. We were accused of 
selling for a dollar what cost $1.50. 

NOT EXACTLY A LIE. 

It ‘was evident that someone was lying; but when we 
tried to pin down the lies, we only succeeded once in twenty 
years, and that was not a lie, but answered all the purposes 
of one. The man representing a jobber sold goods of a 
different grades at one, two, three, four and five dollars. A 
little while afterwards a man came along who was a personal 
friend of the retailer and asked him if he had laid in a sup- 
ply of skates. The retailer stated that he had done so, and 
the salesman asked him what prices he had paid, and was 
told one dollar, two dollars, three dollars, four dollars, five 
dollars, whereupon the salesman said: “Who had the nerve 
to roast you like that? All you should have paid was ninety 
cents, $1.90, $2.90, $3.90, $4.90, $5.90.” You will bear in mind 
that the salesman did not say to his retailing friend that he 
would sell him the goods for these lower figures; but that he 
should have bought at these figures. I speak particularly of 
this phase of the matter, as there are a number of salesmen 
who, if they cannot sell to a man, will put the man who did 
sell in bad favor if they can. This is a common but a bad 
practice, and it is not entirely a question of the manufacturer, 
as the jobber should regulate it himself. 


FERNLEY BROUGHT HARMONY. 


Ther is no trust in skates, nor have the skate manufac- 
turers a pool; but thty work in harmony. We formerly did 
everything the manufacturers could do in the matter, but 
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failed to make skates a profitable line. The jobbers, work- 
ing individually, failed to work out a solution of the difficulty. 
The skate manufacturers then got in touch with Mr. Fernley 
to see if he could not control those wild animals of his. He 
worked out a plan with the manufacturers which has been in 
force three years with the jobbing trade through the inter- 
cession and the co-operation of the Association. The skate 
manufacturers, so far as prices are concerned, have worked 
out a plan which proved acceptable to their five hundred cus- 
tomers, as they have only had one complaint, and that of a 
man who wanted his profits doubled. 


NOW AND THEN. 


I extend thanks to the Association for the endorsement 
of a plan which has made skates a good line for the jobber 
and the retailer. The efforts of members of the Association 
have been to sell goods, and to make skates a profitable line 
for the retailer, the jobber and the manufacturer. Previous 
to eight years ago ice skates were like a football, as profits 
were: kicked around, and it would have been policy to have 
thrown them out of the trade, as there were no profits in them 
to anyone. We owe whatever success we have to the job- 
bers. If you keep together, and if you find out that competit- 
ors are likely to be as good fellows as you are yourself, we 
manufacturers will take our chances with you. Let us go 
from this room believing the interests of jobbers and manu- 
facturers are one and the same. 

George M. Reuter, Jr., general manager of the American 
Wringer Company, then addressed the association as follows: 
THREE AVENUES. 

I did not know until last evening that my name was on 
this programme for remarks under the subject of “Proper 
Avenues for the Distribution of Hardware and Kindred 
Lines.” 

There are three avenues through which the manufac- 
turers distribute their products, one is direct to the consumer, 
the other is to the retailer, and the third is to the jobber. 

THE CONSUMER. 


I will speak first of the consumer, as that is what might 
be termed the introductory avenue, and is where the founda- 
tion is laid for the future demand to be supplied through the 
second and the third avenues, thus the great sewing machine 
industry was established by the manufacturers selling direct 
to the consumer, and a demand was created that is reflected 
now in the sale of sewing machines by both retailers and 
jobbers, 

The wringing machine industry, in its infancy, was of 
very slow growth until the first avenue was used by manu- 
facturers who sent canvassing agents from house to house 
to sell housekeepers the new labor saving article, which made 
such a demand for it that the first avenue of distribution was 
abandoned several years ago, and retailers and jobbers now 
find a large sale for it. 

THE RETAILER. 

The second avenue is to the retailer, and through this 
the consumer is now reached in two ways, first through sales 
in the merchant’s store by personal contact with the con- 
sumer, and second, through catalogues sent through the mail 
to reach the consumer 


PRICE MAINTENANCE. 


I believe that no manufacturer questions that the first is 
by far the best for him, yet I am of the opinion that it is 
just as legimimate to sell at retail by catalogue, as it is at 
wholesale, but in both cases ruinous cut-throat competition 
should be avoided by a price maintenance systex:, as when 
a manufacturer’s product becomes unprofitable to the mer- 
chant, that manufacturer’s business is bound to suffer, and 
therefore it is to the interest of every manufacturer of a 
standard article to have it sold at such a price as will enable 
every dealer, be he large or small, to make a fair profit. 

SELLING PRICES ARE FIXED. 

We supply wringers to only one of two large Chicago cat- 
alogue houses, so frequently alluded to, but they are all 
special or private brands, over which we have no control. 
If they wished to purchase our factory brands, there could 
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be no reasonable objection to our supplying them, provided 
they agreed to sell them at prices fixed by us, and which 
we claim to be able to limit by reason. of our owning valu- 
able trademarks on such factory brands. 


DEPARTMENT STORES. 


The two houses in Chicago are not the only ones selling 
to consumers by catalogue, as a number of the large depart- 
ment stores are selling goods in the same way,-but in no 
case has there been a complaint against them and for the 
reason that their prices have been fixed by us at a reason- 
able figure. 


There was a time when department stores would sell for 
$1.98 a wringer, that cost them $2.00. We then adopted a 
maintenance of price system, and the department stores in all 
the leading cities have for more than two years maintained 
the prices fixed by us on our factory brands, which prices 
afford them and all other dealers a fair profit. 


CUT-THROAT PRICES ARE AVOIDED. 


I stated in relation to sales by catalogue, that both at 
retail and at wholesale, ruinous cut-throat prices should be 
avoided. We sell our factory brands to the largest whole- 
sale catalogue house in the country, and for two and one- 
half years past said wholesale catalogue house has main- 
tained the prices fixed by us, and this brings me to the third 
avenue of distribution, the jobber, who reaches every town 
and hamlet and who should receive a fair compensation for 
his services to the manufacturer, but whose profits are fre- 
quently destroyed by cut-throat methods of unprincipled com- 
petitors. For a long period the prices of clothes-wringers 
were cut by some jobbers who made a leader of them, so 
that they were commonly sold at $1.00 per dozen profit, and 
in some cases at 50 cents per dozen; in other words, at not 
even 5 per cent over cost. 


PRICES WERE LIMITED. 


After several years of such ruinous competition, the ar- 
ticle became so unprofitable to the jobbers that we decided 
the only way to afford him a profit was to limit the price at 
which he could sell our goods. 


JOBBERS CO-OPERATE. 


This we did on February 1st, 1902. Although alone in 
this move, :we had the co-operation of a majority of the job- 
bers, and therefore met with great success, and the limited 
price system proved most satisfactory for two years, and it 
no doubt would have been equally successful this year but 
for the fact that the very high cost of crude rubber necessita- 
ted three advances in prices of wringers within a period of 
four months. Some jobbers having old stocks could not re- 
sist the temptation of turning paper profits into cash, and 
other manufacturers did not limit their jobbers as to prices; 
therefore there has been more or less irregularity in prices 
this year, but I still have the greatest faith in a maintenance 
of price system for the sale of standard goods. It takes 
from the catalogue house the strongest weapon it now has, 
and the system benefits all business men, be they retailers, 
jobbers or manufacturers. 

The meeting then adjourned at 1:02 p. m. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Wednesday afternoon session of the National Hard- 
ware Association was executive in character. 

Reports were received from the Membership Committee, 
Grievance Committee, Entertainment Committee, Transporta- 
tion Committee, Heavy Hardware Committee, Fraternal Re- 
lations Committee, Metal Committee and Press Committee. 

At 4:30 p. m. the Metal branch of the Association held a 
meeting to which the Tin Plate and Metal Jobbers were in- 
vited. 


THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


The Thursday morning session of the National Hard- 
ware Association was executive in character and was devoted 
to the report of the catalogue house committee and discussion 
thereon. 
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THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Thursday afternoon the members of the National Hard- 
ware Association attended the meeting of the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association at the St. Charles Hotel. 


THURSDAY EVENING. 


Thursday evening was devoted to a card party held in the 
Japanese room of the Hotel Rudolf. The arrangements 
were in charge of Mrs. Geo. W. Trout of Chicago, assisted 
by Mrs. Henry Taylor, Chicago; Mrs. Otto Knapp, Sioux 
City; Mrs. J. H. Lee, Omaha; Mrs. Walter W. Birge, Miss 
Birge, St. Louis; Miss Edna Disston, Philadelphia; Mrs. C. 
M. Avery, Cleveland; Mrs. C. D. Clark, Miss Clark, Peoria;

While returning from the St. Louis Fair the other 
day, I happened to overhear a couple of men talking 
on the catalogue house question. One was a hard- 
ware manufacturer and the other was an implement 
man. I could not very well decide whether the latter 
was a salesman or manufacturer. At any rate, the 
conversation turned on the meeting about to be held 
at Atlantic City, and it certainly was an eye-opener for 
me. The manufacturer said, in substance, that last 
vear the manufacturers virtually had to admit the pres- 
ence of the representataives of the National Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, as they had put their 
foot in it in the Parcels Post business and had to al- 
low both sides of the question to be heard. This year 
there was really no occasion for the retailers being 
present; but any more than there was for the polish- 
ers or lathe workers, clerks, girls or other people who 
were connected with the manufacture of hardware, 
and that as a means of self preservation, the manufac- 
turers would take more or less of a keen interest in the 
private brand question, which was of no earthly interest 
to the retail trade, and would largely sidetrack the 
catalogue house question. Of course, if the retailers 
wanted recognition they could get that all right, if 
recognition consisted merely in allowing a few dele- 
gates to appear at the meetings; but if the retailers de- 
sired the substance of power instead of being contented 
with the shadow, that was another story. Conse- 
quently, | am watching the report of the Atlantic City 
convention to see what ideas on the catalogue house 
question are advanced by the retail representatives, 
and what they are obtaining besides a mere recognition.

The inventor says this gas may be manufactured very 
cheaply where there is an abundance of petroleum, and 
that it may be transported from one place to another 
in cylinders as easily as carbonic acid gas. The gas 
may be used for lighting churches, halls and detached 
buildings, and small tanks may be used in lighting au- 
tomobiles. The Blau gas makes a very brilliant light 
for street lighting, and is very difficult to explode.

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MUELLER RETURN FLUE SHEET STEEL RADI- 
ATOR FURNACE. 








The accompanying illustrations show some of. the 
features of the Mueller return flue sheet steel radiator 
furnace, made by the L. J. Mueller Furnace Co.; 191 
Reed St., Milwaukee, Wis. 

The double radiator, encircling the dome, acts as a 
receiver for the products of combustion deflected and 
expelled from the dome. Before reaching the smoke 
pipe the products of combustion are compelled to 
travel the entire circumference of the radiator. 

The heavy, semi-circular cast iron columns joining 
the sheet steel of the inner radiator to that of the 
dome add materially to the durability of the radiator. 
The sheet steel used in the construction of this fur- 
nace is extra heavy; that of the dome, due to its 
greater wear, is heavier than that used in the radiator. 

The semi-circular castings joining the sheet steel of 
the inner radiator and that of the dome, are made with 
deep offset flanges, forming a perfect joint. The 
upper and lower radiator decks are provided with 
deep cup joints where the steel joins them. The steel 
is imbedded in asbestos cement, and bolted to the 
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flanges of top and bottom radiator decks. These 
decks are firmly held together by four heavy rods 


passing through air chamber of furnace.

PATTERN FOR SCALE SCOOP. 








Herewith is a pattern for a scale scoop. 

As the shape of a scale scoop is largely determined 
by individual task, we will presume that the elevations 
are correctly drawn, as shown by ABCDEFG. 

To obtain the pattern we proceed as follows: Divide 
the half of end elevation into any number of equal 









SIDE ELEVATION 


parts, from which carry lines horizontally, cutting the 
line G E of side elevation, as shown. 

From H (the center from which the sweeps A B C 
is drawn) carry a line horizontally cutting the line E D 
produced in the point J.. With J as center, and J E 
as radius, describe the arc E K indefinitely, on which 
lay off a stretchout of the section A B C, as shown by 
the small figures, and from each point thus obtained, 
draw a line to the center J, all as shown. 
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From the points previously obtained in the line G E, 
carry lines toward the point J, cutting the curved line 
D G, and from these points drop lines cutting the line 
D E, from which, with J as center, carry them out to 
their corresponding line of stretchout, connect the 
points and we have.one-half of scale scoop. The line 
A L C in end elevation, is drawn in by guess, but it is 
not material to the development of the pattern.

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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


Continuance of the good feeling, which has been 
the prevailing characteristic of the local iron market 
for so many weeks, is to be noted. Not within the 
last year has there been such scrambling on the part 
of buyers to cover for future requirements and such 
a strong promise that future requirements will be 
heavy. In spite of numerous statements to the con- 
trary, it is undoubtedly true that the uncertainty of 
the outcome of the presidential election did have a 
lethargic effect upon the buying movement all sum- 
mer. This was undoubtedly the fact during the earlier 
half of the campaign. Now that four years more of 
the same administration, which has guided the affairs 
of the nation for the past three years, are assured, 
it is almost certain that trade prosperity will rival or 
exceed that of 1902 in every line. 

That there will not, however, be any immediate ad- 
vance of a great magnitude in pig iron prices, is fair 
Consumption has not as yet exceeded all 
Unless it shows a 


to predict. 
previous statistics on this subject. 
much more rapid increase than evén the most sanguine 
observers have hoped for, a repetition of the sensa- 
tional advances of the past month are hardly to be 
expected. On November first,-131 furnaces, users of 
Lake Superior ore, out of 187 in all, were in blast. 
This is only about 75 per cent of the total number and 
does not indicate that the consumptive needs .of the 
country are greatly in excess of its manufacturing 
powers. It is also interesting to note that foreign iron 
has been offered in New York lately on a liberal scale 
at prices which, with duty paid, show a smaller margin 
above our markets than has existed for some time. 
This would naturally act as a restraining influence 
against any stampede in prices. 

The attitude of the railways in the matter of pur- 
chase is of great interest just at present. Leading iron 
interests claim that when railway revenues expand to 
the improving traffic of the country and when the 
new railway securities begin-to find a market, orders 
for the repletion of exhausted stock and for repairs 
along the line will come in in large volume from these 
sources. On the other’ hand, railway men claim that 
no substantial basis whatever exists for any revival of 
the prices of 1902. They declare that the greater part 
of the improvements and repairs have already been 
made, and that the new’securities, to be sold this win- 
ter, will be used almost entirely to take up notes issued 
to pay for work already done.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Business along all of the more important manufac- 
turing lines continues to improve. In hardware, the 
improvement is especially manifest. The conservative 
buying, very characteristic all of last summer, has re- 
sulted in depleted stocks which jobbers and retailers 


are now replenishing. Payments are being met more 


promptly than usual and the tendency to limit orders 





to present requirements is fast disappearing. Like- 
wise, there is a great demand for immediate delivery 
and those jobbers and manufacturers who can make 
prompt shipments, other things being equal, are given 
the business. The South shows the best statistics for 
the past two weeks and the East the poorest. The 
West and middle sections of the country are soundly 
prosperous, with no radical tendencies in either direc- 
tion. Business failures for the past month are in ex- 
cess of those of 1902 and the years immediately pre- 
ceding, but less than those of 1903. 

Jobbers continue to quote almost the identical prices 
recorded two months ago. Changes are being made 
now more rapidly.than a month ago, however, and 
prices may be expected to rise along with the sensa- 
tional advances in raw materials. But it is doubtful if 
such rise will be permanent. There is a_ distinct 
tendency to inflate values just at present, and, though 
this tendency has not manifested itself as yet in the 
iron and hardware trades, yet its influence will doubt- 
less be felt in the future. Wheat at present is being 
quoted at an. advance of 40 per‘eent over last year’s 
quotations, putting it entirely out of parity with every 
other country in the world. There is no rational reason 
why the export trade should exceed that of previous 
vears, and the claims of an inordinate consumption 
on the part of the home population are of course wholly 
mythical. Then why the 40 per cent advance? It is 
simply an exaggerated example of the general ten- 
dency. Bull movements are the popular movements 
and speculators seem to know no limits. Hardware 
interests are to be congratulated on the comparatively 
rock-bottom basis on which their values are anchored.

PIG IRON. 


Prices were raised another fifty cents per ton by 
almost all interests of both Northern and Southern 
grades. Otherwise, the local market is in much the 
same condition as a week ago. Northern, Foundry 
No. 2, is quoted at $16 as a minimum, while South- 
ern, Foundry No. 2, is from $13 to $13.50, Birming- 
ham. Some Southern furnaces are willing to part 
with their output for $12.75, but they are about as 
rare-as the proverbial day in June. 

Orders booked during the last week were made up 
almost entirely with deliveries for the first quarter of 
1905. In fact, the output of many furnaces is nearly 
sold up for the next four or five months. It is hard 
to obtain deliveries extending into the second quarter 
at quoted prices. Furnace agents are confident that 
prices are as low now as they will be within the next 
six months, and most buyers seem to agree with them. 
The market has subsided into a feeling of conserva- 
tive optimism. Finished products in iron and steel are 
selling uniformly well and many manufacturers feel 
that an advance in price all along the line would be 
most opportune. Higher-price scales in the finished 
products would of course mean a firmer pig iron mar- 
ket. This result is what leading interests are antici- 


pating.
